The mushroom is an edible fungus of a white color, 
changing to brown when old. The gills are loose, of 
a pinkish red color, changing to liver,color. It pro- 
duces no seed, but instead a white fibrous substance 
in broken threads, called spawn, which is preserved 
in horse manure, being pressed in the form of bricks. 
Thus prepared it will retain its vitality for years.

Fermenting horse manure at a 
temperature of about 70 de- 
grees is made-into beds the size 
required, 18 inches deep.

TREATMENT OF PLANTS ON ARRIVAL. Ii the plants are at all wilted, place them with 
the paper about them in shallow pans of lukewarm water, leave them there a half an hour. This restores 
their vigor and increases their vitality. 

SOIL for potting should be composed of rotted sod about two-thirds and one-third well rotted manure. 
li rotted sods can not be procured, good, rich garden soil, with the addition of one-third well rotted manure, 
will answer. 

POTTING. Do not use too large pots at first; one size larger than the plants were grown in is quite 
large enough, and as these become filled with roots, the plants should be repotted. Press the soil firmly 
about the roots. Do not fill the pots quite full of soil, but leave about half an inch space to receive water. 
Water thoroughly, soaking the soil to the bottom of the pots, and place in a sheltered situation, where they 
will not be exposed to the wind or sun for two or three days, or until they begin to grow.
